I.eiicoclt was convinced that the sys- 
tem as it pxi.st.s .Tt Mc<Jill Is by f.ir the 
lieKt from «11 points of view, ,md is 
bettor for the individu.%1 student in 
the lone run. The question of allow- 
ing students in the Senior years of 
Commerce to .ittcnd classes as they 
wished wn,'- brought uji .il the lii.st 
uuetlnB nf iJie Society, and occasioned 
considerable discussion. 

In advising the members of the So- 
ciety to consider carefully tlje matter 
before passing a resolution on it. Dr. 
L>oa«ock claimed th.al after all the best 
interest of the student ûv not al- 
ways measure up lo his oblig.itions, 
and in later life he usually regrets that 
he was not nailed down to his desk 
with a hammer and nails. The speaker 
expressed himself as heartily in accord 
with student discussion and debating, 
and claimed that one's future success 
depended to a very great extent on 
one's ability to speak and to write 
good English. "There is no way in 
which you' can measure an opinion 
■ more strongly than In trying to con- 
■x-erl othurs to tt" said Dr. Lcacock 

The main theme of ilie speaker was 
'The Business MiLti and the Bquipment 
of the Business Man". As far as is 
known, the speaker said the business 
man did not appear at the beginning 
■1 the world. There is no evidence to

j{ Kden. As we go flying doirn the 
lenturies with kaleidoscopic swiftness, 
.ve also find that Marine Insurance

if the Ark. 

The GreekE ajid the Romans regard- 
ed trading and cheating tas one and 
:he same thing. All throrugh the clvi- 
iizationii of the ancient world there was 
no suet thing ut- a busineus claas. 
iMcrchants were regarded, where they 
existed as thieves and scoundrels of 
the worse sort, and for centuries this 
obstinate shadow lay over the face of 
trie business man. The first time that 
il distinct cUiss of butilnuttsmeu begins 
lu make an appearance Is after the 
discovery/)! America, it was the big 
business men of JSurope who financed 
tiie voyages ot discovery, and equipped 
navies and armies to further the work 
"I '''jlonial and commercial expansion. 

Between the discovery of America 
and the end of the £!ighteentb Cen- 
tury the new business class began to

After a general appreciation of

Service)— "Congrats, old boy, hoard 
you inudo Phi Beta Kappa." 

"Yea, but what's the use? I don't 
own a -watch anyway." 
~"Aw, that's a shame". 

"Of course, I «in use — wear the key 
—but what's Uie good of that when I 
can't use it". 

And that's probably the way you 
would have felt too way back In 1870 
If you'd won the coveted key and 
didn't own a watch. You wore simply 
out of luck and out of luck because nt 
that time Phi Beta Kappa keys .were 
used tor winding -rvatohes. 

At the (present time tho bar on tlio 
lower end of the key Is long and round, 
whereas from 1070 to 1885 It was 
square and purposely fltte<l to wind 
<îie owner's wntr.h. "1 used to havo 
quite* a time to make tho keys fit tlie 
various watches", snid John Henlz of 
the Ilents Bros. Jewelers, "spoclnlists" 
in fraternity and sornrlly l(e.v«.

Tilings have come to such' a pretty pass that all foolbull relations be- 
tween Harvard and Princeton in ftitiirc nrc^ cancelled and the relations broken 
off mainly bccntiac of tho nuul tliiit was Hlung In both presses before tho big 
game last Saturday. Tho llurvard l,ampoon, however, .scenis to get credit 
(7) for actually causing the rumpus in the "rrlneefon Oanio" number roloapcd 
Just before tho big struggle. Tho grudge, toe, is an old onu for last year 
it was reported that Harvard intended to subHtltuto Michigan for Prtticoton 
on Its .schedule of home games and tho Cambridge college probably would 
have done so wore It not for tho fact that they have been beaten by the 
Tiger for years and worn waiting for a victory beforo mnUIng the break. 

The copy of tho Lampoon that so incensed l'rinçolon affords much 
humor to. those not concerned In the brawl, though It-'inusl be admlttod that 
it is a rather low form of humor. On the first page Is a cartoon of two hogs 
rooting with the caption underneath "Come, brother, let us root for dear old 
Princeton". Turning over the leaf, tho render finds a full pages cartoon of 
John Harvard pointing a finger at an urchin who is supposed to bo William 
HInpliam, director of athletics at Harvard.

The copy of tho Lampoon In iiiiostluii seems Id bo ilovotcd entirely to 
ridiculing Princeton aiul every page In tho book has some wise-crack or other 
directed at the Tlgor. Some oC It is good and .some very bad — much tho 
same sort of stuff as the Lampoon pulled when Harold Laski was /oi;ced out 
of Harvard for befriending striking ])0ll6cmen. Upton Sinclair says in his 
"Goo.sc Step" that the Faculty put the Lampoon up to it when Laski wns at- 
tacked but whether the Athletic Uoai'd oi: Control put a ficn In the Lam- 
poon's oar this time is hard to sny. 

The boll, at any rate, has broken, no matter who put tho needle to it 
and the famous "big thrëe"|ô£ American football Is no more. Whether the 
drastic . action that Princeton has taken in breaking °of C relations completely 
has been a wise one, time alone will tell, nor can it .bo said that a parallel 
may be drawn In the case of intercollegiate rugby hero In Canada. 'College 
rugby in this country is badly in need of a thorough house-cleaning but tear- 
ing the house down dovs not seem to be tho logical method. Both Harvard 
and Princeton are probobly quite sorry that a break has occurred and general 
regret has l>ecn voiced in the East that a spilt has taken place. There are 
not enough colleges in Canada playing senior foorball for. Canada's big three 
to break up. .-Vnd certainly no one at McGUl wo-uld like to see it happen. 

The accusing finger has been pointed at Queen's. It Is a case for 
Queen's and Queen's alone to handle. Let them pull up their socks. If they 
find them hanging over their boot tops. Jt isn't a bit collegiate, and un-

Ne'W York, November 11. — The 
break-up of the historic "Big Three," 
brought about by Princeton's decision 
to snap all athletic ties with Har- 
vard because of ill-feeling surround- 
ing their gridiron relatlon.i, nvjiy load 
to a shakè-up oil along tho eastern 
football front and the formation of 
an eastern conference of major col- 
league!. .' . 

The groundwork for such a radical 
re-allgnment of college athletic in- 
terests already has'heen laid to such 
an extent that many closo observers 
expect Princeton to bo Invited with- 
out delay to join a group that would 
embrace i Columbia, ' Cornell, Dart- 
mouth and Pennsylvania, with IJrown, 
Army, Navj' and i>osslbly Vale jlIso 
sought as members. 

,The possibility of sueli an associa- 
tion, already known to bo under dis- 
cussion, 'Was an outstanding devclo])- 
ment today as eastern eyes focuNsnd 
on the results of tlio s^vift Tiger 
stroke that put an end overnight to 
the oldest of all football rivalries 
In this country. 

Any prospect that the 'sudden 
breach between Princeton and Har- 
vard might 1)0 closed as suggested 
today by such prominent crimson 
supporters as Howard Ëlllott, presi- 
dent of the. Harvard Hoard of Over- 
seers, apparently from athletic nuthor- 
tiea at Cambridge, accepting I'rliico- 
ton'H decision "wllh regi-ot." At the 
Bimu time this staiomcnt emphastxea 
a policy henceforth that »vlll commit 
the crimson to only on fixed foolhull 
game a year, tlial to bo the cllmux 
battle with Ynle. 

Princeton's attitude now apparent- 
ly is that the cuso with Harvard is 
"closed," and that the Tiger will 
pursue its own course without fur- 
ther dealings with the crimson.
